SPEAKING  recently  on  munidpl  amal- 
gamation in  this  area,  Mr.  Korrpst  L. 
Shaw,  an  acknowledged  authority  on  the 
subject,  made  a strong  point  in  favor  of 
civic  union  when  he  Instanced  the  neglect 
of  the  Gorge  waters.  What  this  saltwater 
arm  omre  was.  and  what  it  might  have 
become  with  co-operative  attention,  are 
both  far  removed  from  the  present  status 
of  the  waterway.  Three  municipalities 
have  their  borders  determined  by  the 
Gorge,  and  yet  through  the  years  they 
have  seldom  Iieen  able  to  agree  on  any- 
thing of  material  consequence  in  that 
conne<’tion.  The  result  ha.s  lieen  the  stag- 
nation of  plans  for  its  development. 

The  Gorge  was  once  one  of  the  finest 
recreation  playgrounds  owned  by  any 
community  in  the  Pacific  Northwest.  Its 
forest  park  and  amu.sement  area;  its 
illuminated  garden*,  woodland  paths  and 
open-air  stage;  its  lantern  boat  ffxcurgiona 
and  sheltered  canoe  courses,  all  made  for 
a great  variety  of  entertainment  for  resi- 


dents and  visitors  alike.  That  was  before 
the  municipalities  ran  their  open  sewers 
into  the  waterway,  taxeci  the  park  and 
its  concessions  out  of  existence,  and  grad- 
ually saw  one  of  the  leading  scenic  assets 
turn  into  something  much  more  akin  to  a 
liability. 

Mr.  Shaw’s  reminder  applies  there. 
What  might  the  Gorge  have  lioen  If  the 
municipalitif^  sun'ounding  it  had  united 
in  fact  these  many  years  ago?  A unified 
plan  for  the  development  of  the  Gorge, 
understood  by  the  people  and  supported 
by  the  several  municipalities,  might  have 
given  Greater  Victoria  an  outstanding 
attraction  at  the  scene,  one  of  unique  value 
from  residential,  tourist,  recreational  and 
every  other  standpoint.  What  prosed  lack- 
ing were  the  vision  and  the  will  to  agree. 
Today  no  ohe  can  rightly  say  what  the 
Gorge  might  have  been  if  there  had  been 
spent  on  it  even  half  the  attention  given 
to  Beacon  Hill,  while  many  know  what  the 
waterway  has  by  now  become. 


Drafting  Civil  Servants 


IT  is  being  suggested  in  some  quarters 
that  Mr.  Jack  Pickersgill.  whom  most 
Canadians  searcely  know,  Ls  in  line  to 
succeed  Mr.  St.  Laurent  as  primq  minister 
when  the  latter  retires,  which  i.s  an  event 
immonly  «pecuialed  -on  aS  beir^g  at  nc 
far  distant  date.  This  conjecture  of  course 
is  ha.sed  on  the  assumption  that  the  Lib- 
eral Party  I.s  returned  to  power  at  next 
month’s  election,  a result  by  no  odds 
certain  but  one  which  mu.st  he  of  extra 
importance  to  Mr.  Pickprsglll  himself. 

The  new  5>ecretary  of^State  wa.s  until 
recently  one  of  Canada’s  top  level  civil 
sen'ants.  and  in  entering  the  cabinet  he 
gave  up  an  a.s.sured  permanent  salary  of 
$T.5.f)00  a year  with  substantial  pension 
riehts  for  the  more  precarious  realm  of 
political  fortune.  If  is  rea.sonable  to 
assume  some  special  Inducement  mu.st 
have  been  held  out  to  him.  and  at  len.st 
there  Is  no  doubt  he  wa.s  hand-picked  for 
hi*  nresent  ministerial  post. 

There  is  no  good  reason  why  an  able 
civil  servant  may  not  suddenly  decide  to 
change  the  form  of  his  public  service,  and 
If  he  has  been  associated  closely  with  the 
ruling  regime,  as  Mr.  Plckersgill  was  In 


turn  as  secretary  to  the  prime  minisier 
and  clerk  of  the  pri\'>'  council,  it  Ls  per- 
haps not  .surprising  if  the  persuasion.^  of 
that  regime  should  prevail.  Civil  serv'ants 
are  commonly  supposed  to  be  without 
party  affiliations,  bin  when  one  ha.«>  icrvcd 
a parly  long  In  power  the  slant  of  Its 
political  bias  ha.s  Its  effect.  These  ap- 
parently sudden  conversion.s  to  party  faith 
are  not  really  as  sudden  a.s  they  might 
appear. 

This  invasion  of  civil  service  ranks  to 
bolster  party  strength  does  stiggesl.  how- 
ever. that  the  Liberals  are  .short  of 
cabinet  Umber  within  their  own  recognized 
political  ranks.  I.ong  tenure  of  office  has 
.seemingly  vitiated  the  back  bench,  to  the 
point  where  mitsiders  have  to  be  co-opted 
to  fill  Important  posts.  What  old-time 
Lilx'ra)  workhorses,  filled  with  normal 
ambitions  to  move  from  obscurity  of  the 
back  benches  into  the  limelight  of  the 
front,  think  of  the  drafting  of  prominent 
civil  .servants  to  political  harness  at  their 
expense  Is  not  hard  to  Imagine;  especially 
if.  a.s  In  Mr.  PirkersgiH’s  ca.se.  they  come 
with  the  halo  of  prospective  party  leader- 
ship. 


The  Voter’s  Responsibility 


ON  August  10  every  eligible  Canadian 
who  presents  himself  at  a polling  sta- 
tion should  be  able  to  rtmive  a ballot. 
I’nfortunately.  however,  if  past  experience 
Is  any  gauge  there  will  be  mahy  disap- 
pointed woiild-he  voters  when  the  federal 
elfx  tion  day  comes  around.  In  addition  to 
such  qualifications  as  age,  length  of  resi- 
den('e  and  .so  forth,  one  all-important 
n*qulrement  must  l>e  met.  Before  any- 
one cast  v.Tst  a vote  his  name  must  l)e  on 
the  voters'  li.st  of  tne  constituem-y  in 
which  he  live.s. 

Although  everything  possible  Is  done 
officially  to  make  fh<*se  list.s  complete,  tiu* 
final  responsibility  for  the  inclusion  of  a 
ritizen’.s  name  on  the  appropriate  li.st 
belongs  to  the  citizen  himself;  and  neglect 
in  this  regard  can  result  in  disfranchise- 


ment. No  matter  how  thoroughly  enum- 
eration by  canvas.sers  may  be  carried  out, 
there  are  always  pos.sihilitles  of  error  in 
the  ('ompilation  or  printing  of  the  list, 
besides  such  factors  as  changes  of  address 
or  of  status.  SInee  the  last  previous 
enumeration  also  many  thou.sands  of 
young  Canadians  hav-e  come  of  voting  age, 
and  in  their  case  there  Ls  no  automatic 
transfer  of  names  from  the  old  list  to  the 
new. 

The  provisional  list.s  for  the  various 
polling  (kvlsjous  are  prominently  di.sp)ay«'d 
on  street  comers  in  advance  of  the  closing 
date  for  the  final  lists,  so  that  voters  may 
ch«H*k  to  see  that  their  names  are  inrlud<»d. 
It  takes  only  a moment  or  two  to  attend 
to  this  important  piece  of  husioe.s.s,  and 
no  one  should  run  the  rick  of  disfranchise- 
ment through  neglect  of  it.
